move the yolks of four hard-cooked 
eggs, mash and add two tablespoonfulb 
of fine bread crumbs; chop the whites 
and add one tablespoonful and a half 
of chopped red pepper.

ter; 
when melted add the egg mixture

LAST MESSAGE 


Summarizes Accomplishments 


of His Aomimstration. 


PRAISES DEPARTMENT HEADS 


Retiring Executive Declares Work of 


Government 
Has 
Been 
Brought 


Nearer to the People in Past Four 
Years. 


Governor William C. Sproul's mes- 


sage to the legislature follows: 
la coming before you today to pre- 


sent my final message to you, I am 
unable to separate entirely the per- 
sonal element in my relationship with 
you from the official report of a retir- 
ing executive to the legislative branch 
of the State 
Government. 
I have, 


therefore, divided my address into two 
parts, the' first of which in the shape 
of a brief review of the state of the 
commonwealth, with my own, observa- 
tions and opinions, I shall take the 
privilege of reading to you in person. 
The second part, containing a more 
aetailed summing up of the work of 
'the various departments, will be left 
with you for such use as you may de- 
sire to make of it. 


Beginning with the session of 1897, 


and including the special session of 
1906, this is the' fifteenth General As- 
sembly of Pennsylvania with which I 
have been associated as a senator 
nnd as governor. 
In looking back 


over this unusual experience, it seems 
to me that the most interesting and 
outstanding feature of it all is the 
marvelous development of the state 
from a mere vehicle for the transfer 
of powers and privileges froui the peo- 
ple through the legislature to the mu- 
nicipal sub-divisions 
anfi 
corporate 


agencies, into a great creative, con- 
structive and protective organization 
for the equalization of opportunity 
and the general welfare of all of its 
citizens. 


•Through a process which some folks 


like to call "centralization," the state 
lias taken back to itself some of the 
powers and --assumed some 
of the 


duties to its people which had been 
•delegated to the localities, has organ- 
ized departments of its government to 
•care for those things which, if done at 
all were imperfectly 
and unequally 


performed by local authority, and has 
created new branches to meet the 
needs of the times. 
Such major ac- 


tivities of the commonwealth as the 
Department of health, the highway de- 
partment, the department of labor and 
Industry, the workmen's compensation 
fcoard, the public service commission, 
the state police force, the forestry de- 
partment and the department of pub- 
lic welfare, are the result of this .policy 
of expansion, while the useful func- 
tions of the department of education. 
tha department of agriculture, the ad- 
^ntant general's oih'ce, the banking 
ttnd insurance, departments, the depart- 
ment of rniiips anc! the department of 
internal affairs, have been irrcatly ex- 
tended. 


That n reasonably lame share of all 


of this, and c.-pecially in bringing the | 
beneficent work of the irovernnient 
nearer to the people whom it is de- 
signed to serve, has been accomplished 
in the past four years, is a source 
of great satisfaction to those of us 
who have been in authority during 
that time. It is particularly reassur- 
ing to know that the executive oflice 
is to .pass into the hands of a high- 
minded, 
progressive 
and 
earnestly 


patriotic citizen, whom I hud the hon- 
or of callint; into the state's service, 
and under whose direction the orderly 
development of the public business will 
be maintained and amplified. 


An Eventful Period. 


The past four years have been most 


•eventful. In the world, the nation and 
In the state, happenings of extraor- 
dinary importance have followed one 
another in rapid succession. 
Social, 


political, industrial and administrative 
problems have arisen, unprecedented 
in number and gravity. Death and the 
changing limes have removed many of 
our land-marks, individual and institu^ 
tional. 
Executive decisions growing 


out of economic readjustments in com- 
merce and government aud exercise of 
the appointive power as a result of the 
necrology of the period, have been re- 
quired to an unparalleled extent. 
It 


lias been a strenuous and difficult time 
to have been at the helm of the ship 
of state, and it fills me with gratitude 
that I am able, at the close of my 
term, to report back to you that thanks 
to the co-operation of the general as- 
sembly and the devoted services of the 
splendid men and women whom I have 
been allowed to call upon to aid in 
our undertakings, we have made great 
progress and have journeyed far to- 
ward that ideal of comprehensive and 
efficient public service which is the goal 
for us all. 


It has boon our great good fortune 


1o have been able to assemble in Ihe 
state's service a remarkable group of 
Citizens whoso leadership in the major 
activities of the government has been 
noteworthy in i^ progressive elliciency.

The re-organization of Pennsylva- 


nia's school system and placing it In 
the first rank by increasing teachers'

together wifh economies we have heen 
ahle to inaugurate, we are rapidly 
working out of our troubles.

sage of the federal enforcement 
act. 


Here in Pennsylvania 
our law has 


worked very well where local prosecut- 
ing officers are in sympathy with it. 
In many counties excellent results 
have been obtained, but in others little 
has been accomplished. 
In all sec- 


tions, however, convictions have been 
most difficult to secure and public 
sentiment seems strangely inert and 
indifferent. 


This is a most discouraging 
and 


dangerous situation. 
Disregard 
for 


any law and especially for a constitu- 
tional provision, is particularly men- 
acing in a free land. Finding' it easy 
to evade one law, the thoughtless and 
wicked will become bolder in their 
contempt for others. Bootlegging has 
become a business of astounding pro- 
portions and undoubtedly much of the 
banditry and other crimes which arc- 
now harassing the country have their 
genesis in the school of outlawry fos- 
tered by the. illegal trade in intoxi- 
cants. We are rearing a fine brood of 
criminals which it will require stern 
measures to suppress. 


Whether we have gone too far or 


too fast in attempting to abolish the 
age-old indulgence in alcoholic stimu- 
lants at one fell swoop, time alone will 
tell. Many of us thought that the pro- 
hibition enactment would be readily 
enforceable and would eliminate for 
all time this bothersome question from 
our politics. 
In neither of these judg- 


ments were we correct. The lalv hasn't 
been effective and it is becoming more 
and more a matter of bitter political 
disagreement. Education and patience 
may bring a cure, but meanwhile we 
are suffering grave damage to our fun- 
damental institutions. 
The only way 


out that is now in sight is a careful 
and conscientious enforcement of the 
law by the authorities, under severe 
penalties for disregard of duty upon 
the part of officials, and an awakened 
public appreciation , of the peril by 
our people which will make law break- 
ing disreputable. Until the sentiment 
of the people earnestly supports the 
"dry laws" their enforcement will be 
extremely difficult and their general 
effect more harmful than beneficial. 


'n payments, and despite- the greatly 
increased distribution to the schools, 
the districts are more nearly paid 
Hum they have been in several years.

When it became apparent that we had

pected revenues, tied up in litigation 
and decreased by the business depres- 
sion of 1021, would not be realized in 
rime, we arranged to defer all expen- 
ditures which could be postponed and 
cut down our plans in many direct- 
tions. This was particularly the case 
in the highway department, where all 
expenditures from current funds were 
postponed and projects for other im- 
provements were laid aside.

The Highway Program. 


The expenditure of the fiftv million 


dollars road loan, witii other sums 
received from direct appropriations, 
from

With those watchwords Hayes had 


sacrificed himself and his administra- 
tion to reunite North and South, to 
cleanse the civil service and to regen- 
erate the Eepublican party. So qui- 
etly, so coldly, so undramatically did 
he go about all those great objects 
that he remained to the end of his 
term one of the most misunderstoodL 
most underestimated presidents, the 
Republican leaders hating him as an 
apostate and the Democrats despis- 
ing him as a fraud. 


He selected one of the most dis- 


tinguished cabinets in history. 
But 


he did it without consulting party 
leaders or considering the claims of 
factions, and the 
offended senate 


threatened and muttered for nearly 
a week before it confirmed the nomi- 
nations. To the disgust of "practical 
politicians" he "threw away" a high- 
class foreign mission on a man like 
James Russell Lowell, "a dashed lit- 
erary feller," as Senator Cameron 
said, and he enraged Roscoe Conk- 
ling by flinging the political machine 
of the imperious senator out of the 
federal offices in New York city. He

Had 
not his veto of the silver bill been 
overridden he would have saved the 
country from taking the first step on 
the road that led it to the brink of 
free silver in 1896. 


All this independence cost Hayes 


the support of the political time serv- 
ers and the applause of the partisan 
press. 
These united m denouncing

The White House "went dry" for 


the first time under the Hayes', and 
the president was held up to con- 
tempt as a man too stingy to stand 
treat and too weak to resist a domi- 
neering wife. 


Hayes found the North and South 


divided and he left them more nearly 
reunited than they had been m a 
generation. 
HP found the national 


cmronoy pape-r and he left it gold 
and silver. lie found the prosperity 
of the counti.v at dead low tide and 
he left i< at high tide. 


It fell to Haves to ring clown the 


curtain on the epoch of the Civil 
war and to usher in anoWier «poch. 
The 
voices of tho past oned out 


against him, but in his complete re- 
tirement from politics be lived 10 hear 
the voices of the new time give a 
,norf> favorable and a more just ver- 
dict on his administration.
